repeatedly fertilizing the soil to main- 
tain its production. 


From experience and experiments it 
was fow din the group of farms operat- 
ed that was more profitable to find 
out which lend was the most suitable 
for certain crops, and which was profit- 
able for gro ving clover for feed or us- 
ing some land for an ovehard. He 
pointed ont that | diversifica- 
tion in farming will require far more 
energy and out’ay than if a farmer con- 
centrates on one or two things. For in- 
stance in some crses it was found that 
from ten aeres of land properly culti- 
vated and fertilized. as much could be 
produced as from 50 serves cultivated or 
planted in the way most farmers do,

jut no matter how efficiently a farm- 
er may do his work with the latest ma- 
chinery, he cannot continue to produce 
profitably unless his land is replenished 
systematically, Soil robbing eventual- 
lv makes production less, crops more 
susceptible plant disease, and in 
some eases bankrupts a farmer, That’s 
why farms are oft-times abandoned. 
Had soil conservation been observed 
over anumber of vears, the farms 
would have continued to produce profit- 
ably. 


One has only to gaze over our large 
western farms to realize that in the 
nain Mr. Bromfield is right in stating 
that the United States and Canadian 
methods of farming are wasteful in that 
much more land is used than is neces- 
sary and the greater pet profits would
